This is a beautifully gotten up book, and one to be cordially com- 
mended for its general interest and accuracy. It is profusely illustrated 
with the arms of Reade, Percy, Mortimer, Howell, Dymoke, Lewis, Rob- 
inson, Rose and Neville. The lines of many of our Virginia families are 
traced through the Reades to Alfred the Great, and among them may be 
mentioned the families of Dimmock, Davis, Taliaferro, Dixon, Nelson, 
Robinson, Throckmorton, Warner, Goodwin, Smith (of Purton), Lewis, 
Martian, Rootes, Reade, Chisman, Washington and Watlington. 

I have seen in Virginia two instances of the use of the Reade arms, 
the arms cut on the tombstone of Thomas Reade near Gloucester Court- 
house, and the arms engraved on a beautiful silver bowl owned by the 
late General Taliaferro. This book is offered to the public at $4.50, and 
may be had by addressing Mrs. Annah Robinson Watson, Memphis, Tenn. 
It will adorn any parlor and at the same time add solid value to the 
shelves of any library of history.
